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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As previously 
indicated, Nguyen et al (5,919,601) (either alone or in view of Hayakawa et al'655 and 
Patel et an 67) does not teach or fairly suggest present imaging step of claims 1 and 
32, in which the energy density of about 20 mJ/cm 2 or less is used. In fact, Nguyen 
specifically states (see col. 6, lines 65-67) that his plate is imaged with UV/visible light 
source having an energy density between 200 and 400 mJ/cm 2 . Also, Haley et al 
(5,466,557) does not teach or fairly suggest present range for the energy density as 
required in claims 1 and 32 (especially in view of Nguyen's teachings in col.6, lines 65- 
67).
